John Barbale, Chairman, opened the meeting at 5:30 P.M. The following actions were
taken:

475 Shrewsbury Street — Special Permit: Upon a motion by Matthew Armendo and
seconded by Amar Kapur, the Board voted unanimously to approve the Special Permit
with the following conditions: (1) That the following uses not be permitted in the unused
west parcel: adult book store or adult entertainment, kennel, auto truck body or paint
shop, motor freight terminal, open lot storage, storage of outdoor equipment, gas station,
truck sales, garage or repair facility; (2) Unused west parcel be landscaped on a
temporary basis as proposed by the petitioner; and (3) Proposed building be brick-faced

525-545 Lincoln Street — Special Permit: Upon amotion by Amar Kapur and seconded
by John Reynolds, the Board voted 4-1 (John Barbale voted no) to approve the requested
Specia Permit.

419 L ake Avenue — Variance and Special Permit: Upon a motion by John Reynolds
and seconded by Matthew Armendo, the Board voted unanimously to approve the Special
Permit and Variance.

60 Burncoat Terrace— Variance: Upon amotion by Amar Kapur and seconded by
Matthew Armendo, the Board voted unanimously to approve the requested Variance with
the following conditions. (1) Six foot stockade fence be installed on the west property
line; (2) Riprap beinstalled to retain silt/gravel from rear banking; (3) Shrubs installed
and hydro-seeding to stabilize the soil; and (4) Drains be tied into surface sewer.

64 Barnard Road — Variance and Special Permit: Upon a motion by John Reynolds
and seconded by Matthew Armendo, the Board voted unanimously to approve the
requested V ariance and Special Permit.

6 Hecla Street — Variance: Upon amotion by Amar Kapur and seconded by Matthew
Armendo, the Board voted unanimously to approve the requested Variance with the
following condition: Appropriate amount of shrubbery be installed.



80 Locust Avenue—Variance: Upon amotion by John Reynolds and seconded by
Thomas Hannigan, the Board voted unanimously to approve the requested Variance.

54 Mason Street —Variance and Special Permit: Upon amotion by John Reynolds and
seconded by Thomas Hannigan, the Board voted unanimously to approve the requested
Variance and Specia Permit.
